Coffee County Commis- 
sioners accepted the oath of 
office for a new term Wed- 
nesday morning, Nov. 11, 
just prior to conducting their 
first meeting of the term. 

County administrator 
Rod Morgan said the new 
term officially began Wed- 
nesday, Nov. 11, at 12:01 
a.m. All seven incumbents 
returned to their respective 
seats on the Coffee County 
Commission. 

After the swearing-in cer- 
emony, conducted by Coffee 
County Probate Judge Jodee 
Thompson, the commis- 

_ sioners voted to re-appoint 
Dean Smith as the chairman 
for another year. At this 
point, Smith took over the 
meeting proceedings. 

Commissioners voted to 
continue holding their meet- 
ings on the second and 
fourth Mondays of each 
month at 9 a.m. in the com- 
munity room of the county 
complex in New Brockton. 

County administrator 
Rod Morgan had several 
items for commissioners to’ 
consider during last Wed- 
nesday’s meeting. 

Morgan said the Ben E. 
Keith project had been 
awarded an $820,000 
ADECA grant for fire sup- 
pression and sewer up- 
grades for that project. He 
said local matching funds 
for this grant would be 
$164,050. 

Morgan said the New 


Brockton would be partici- 
pating in this project as well 
and would join the county 
in providing some of the 
local matching funds. 
Commissioners voted to 
approve working with New 
Brockton to jointly provide 
the matching funds equaling 
$164,050 on this ADECA 


t. 

Next, Morgan said the 
Coffee County Sheriff’s Of- 
fice had received a grant 
from ADECA in the amount 
of $24,000 to go towards 
the purchase of a TruNare 
narcotics scanner for that 
office. He said the total cost 
of the scanning system 
would be $31,300. 

Commissioners voted to 
supply $7,300 for the pur- 
chase of the scanner on top 
of the $24,000 grant 
monies. 

Also, while discussing 
the sheriff’s office, Morgan 
got approval from commis- 
sioners to deem several 
items from the sheriff’s of- 
fice as surplus items and sell 
those things through the ap- 
propriate channels. 

Upon request of county 
engineer Marty Lentz, com- 
missioners approved a bid 
for aluminized corrugated 
pipe to Gulf Atlantic Cul- 
vert Company. The total 
amount of this bid was 
$22,213.72. Only one other 
bid was submitted; ho- 
wever, it did not meet all 
specifications.

tinued to encourage res- 
idents to “do the things we 
need to do to stay safe” 
amid the continuing 
COVID-19 pandemic. He 
said the daily numbers for 
new cases dance around, 
and while the two-week 
average for new. cases in 
Coffee County [as of Wed- 
nesday, Nov. 11] was 16 per 
day, he noted that there had 
been 38 new cases identi- 
fied on Tuesday, Nov. 10 
alone. 

“We have been hearing 
from ADPH [Alabama De- 
partment of Public Health] 
about a vaccine plan,” 
Brown said. “They have 
been asking us about places 
to set up for vaccinations, 
and we have been working 
on that for them [for when 
the time comes].” 

When a vaccine is avail- 
able, Brown said there 
would need to be a push to 
get people to go and get it. 
He said only about 44 per- 
cent of Alabamians get even 
the flu shot, which has been 
around for many years. 

“We are really going to 
have to push this to get 
people out there to feel like 
this is a good vaccine and go 
get it,” Brown said. “The 
more people that do get the 


_vaecine, the sooner we can 


get way from [COVID-19].”

Elba FY2021 city budget in

The Elba City Council 
approved the Fiscal Year 
2021 budget during its 
meeting held Monday even- 
ing, Nov. 9, and included in 
that budget was pay raises 
for employees. 

The budget estimates 
total operation revenues of 
$3,845,220 for Fiscal Year 
2021. That number is 
$31,235 less than the actual. 
operational revenues for 
Fiscal Year 2020, which 
was $3,876,455. Projected 
operational expenses for 
FY2021 were $3,432,000 
up just over $82,000 from 
the FY2020 expenditures of 


; $3,352,362. 


Council members voted 
unanimously to approve the 
budget, in which Mayor 
Tom Maddox said had been 
discussed in length at a pre- 
vious work session. 

City clerk Sally Bane 
confirmed the budget in- 
cluded a pay raise for em- 
ployees. She said the 
dispatchers at the Elba Po- 
lice Department had already 
received a pay raise, and the 
new budget called for a 
$1.50 per hour raise for po- 
lice officers and a 50 cents 


| per hour raise for all other 


city employees. 

After approving ~ the 
budget, Mayor Maddox 
asked the council to post- 
pone the pay raises until the 
first pay period in De- 
cember 2020 to allow the 
Elba Water and Electric 
Board to approve its budget 
at its next meeting (Nov.

Also, during the Nov. 9th 
council meeting, bills total- 
ing $136,508.50 were ap- 
proved for payment. The 
council reviewed the bills 
with the mayor pointing out 
and explaining several out- 
of-the-norm expenses prior 
to the council voting to ap- 
prove the bills.

In second round win 


Bulldogs bite Bears 48-6

The Brantley Bulldogs scored three first quarter touch- 
downs to take command early and never looked back Friday 
night as they strolled to a 48-6 second round 1A playoff win 
over the Keith Bears, at David Lowery Stadium, in Brant- 
ley. 

Brantley began its initial possession of the night at its 
own 40-yardlime after a short kickoff and wasted little time 
getting on the scoreboard as the Bulldogs went 60 yards in 
five plays to reach the endzone. A third down pass from 
Tucker Kilcrease to Khaliq Smith for 14-yards kept the 
drive alive early, while the score came on a 36-yard run by 
Robert Shine. Carson Jones kicked the extra-point, as Brant- 
ley went on top 7-0 with 10:40 left in the first quarter. 

Brantley’s lead grew to 14-0 only minutes later when Mo- 
rell Edwards returned a Bears punt 59 yards for a Bulldog 
touchdown and Jones again added the extra-point, and then 
grew to 21-0 with 1:55 remaining in the quarter as the Bull- 
dogs drove 71 yards in eight plays to get back into the end- 
zone. 

Tucker Kilcrease rushed once for 11 yards and completed 
three of seven passes for74 yards to lead the Bulldogs down 
the field, with the touchdown coming on a 29-yard fourth 
down strike from Kilcrease to Kenuwyn Dixon. 

The Brantley defense got in in the act for the game’s next 
score when Daquan Pittman picked off a Keith pass and re- 
turned the interception 61 yards for a touchdown, and while 
the extra-point try sailed wide, the Bulldogs lead had grown 
to 27-0 with 10:50 left in the second quarter. 

Brantley had a touchdown nullified on its next offensive 
series, but regained possession at the Keith 46-yardline on 
a fumble recovery by Walt Johnson, and needed only two 
plays to cover the distance to the endzone with the Bulldog 
touchdown coming on a 33-yard pass across the middle 
from Kilcrease to Pittman. Jones added the extra-point, and 
with 5:15 left in the half Brantley was in complete com- 
mand with a 34-0 lead. 

Brantley began its initial possession of the third quarter 
at its own 24-yardline and went 76 yards in 11 plays and 
overcame three penalties to add to its lead. Tucker Kilcrease 
rushed for 51 yards on three carries and scored the touch- 
down on a 6-yard dash up the middle, and Jones booted the 
extra-point as the Bulldogs lead grew to 41-0 with 3:30 re- 
maining in the quarter. 

Brantley’s final scoring drive of the night covered 61 
yards in five plays and reached the endzone on the first play 
of the fourth quarter on a 23-yard touchdown toss from Kil- 
crease to Morell Edwards. Carson Jones added his sixth 
extra-point of the game, and with 11:50 left in the final 
quarter the Bulldogs lead stood at 48-0. 

The teams swapped fumbles on the game’s next two pos- 
sessions, with Brantley’s Jontae Billips coming up with the 
turnover for the Bulldogs. 

Keith got on the scoreboard with 6:20 left in the stanza 
on a 25-yard touchdown pass from Anthony Lumpkin to 
Jaylin Jones, but the late score only changed the numbers 
on the scoreboard as the Bulldogs easily held on to claim 
win #12 with the 48-6 playoff win. 

Tucker Kilcrease rushed for 70 yards and one touchdown 
on six carries and completed 13 of 27 passes for 221 yards 
and three td’s to spark the Brantley offense, while Robert 
Shine rushed for 73 yards and one td on nine carries, Da- 
quan Pittman pulled in seven passes for 95 yards and one 
td, Khaliq Smith had two catches for 58 yards, Kenuwyn 
Dixon had two catches for 39 yards and one td, and Morell 
Edwards had one catch for 23 yards and one td and returned 
a punt 59 yards for a score. 

Anthony Lumpkin completed 9 of 21 passes for 134 
yards and one touchdown, with Jaylin Jones pulling in two 
passes for 50 yards and one td and Quintavis Woods rushing 
for 44 yards on 15 carries.
